the neceflity of deftroying the floating 
batteries, now tn his power, while it 
would be impofhible to fave thofe brave 
men by whom they were detended.— 
This note was addrefled * To the bro- 
thers of LEnghithmen, the Danes.’— 
When, in confequence of this repre- 
fentation, he received permiffion to 
land, and went on fhore to adjutt terms 
of reconciliation, he was received by 
the brave and generous Danes, with 
the loudeft acclamations, and treated 
by the accomplifhed prince of Denmark 
with every mark of refpeé&t. The im- 
mediate confequence of their confer- 
ence was an armiflice, which foon led 
to an amicable convention. The dread- 
ful engagement heard, feen, and felt 
on the Danith thore, wound up the 
feelings of all ranks to the highelt pitch 
of fenfibilicy ; but all individual hopes 
and fears feemed to be loft in a general 
blaze of patrictic ardour. From the 
crown priuce, who'e cool intrepidity 
and judgment were glorioufly difplay- 
edin the fight ot his people and of Eu- 
rope, to the humbleft citizen, one he- 
roic mind and purpofe feemed to ani- 
mate and pervade the whole.
